‘The writer certainly cannot call to mind 
a neater and. more complete capture of 
| thieves, or house-breskers, than is pre- 
rented by the following extract, which we. 
translate-from late number of the Niew 
Bataviasch“Handglsblad. : ae 
A Javanese living in the Campong Djoni- 
| garen (Djocjocarta) heard loud . barking 

from his dog in tlie night: Suapecting that 
there were thieves about the grouuds, he 
got up, and with the assistance of another 
. Javanese, inatituted an investigation into 
the rensous of the dogs barking. They dis 
covered nothing, excepting that some one 
had begun to under-dig the house, Scarcely 
had’ he returned to his-dwelling, when he 
heard a suapicions noise iv the. ueighbour- 
hood of the house, Again goiug outside, 
aécompanied as before, le saw some persons, 
whio however took to flight at bis approach, 
At lis call for assistance, some of his neigh- 
bours came rushing, and gave chase to the 
runawaye,_ who-in the dark night did not 
perceive a well,-dug in the garden of one 
of the néighbours, the mouth of which was 
level -with the ground, and they fell into 
it one after the other. : 

‘The mouth of the well was carefully co-- 
vered by Djugowidjowo and his friends with 
& piece of a bamboo pagar, and tlie stispect- 
ed thieves left tg their fate. 

_ Early néxt-moniing the well was visited, 
and the fallen in thieves drawn out; from 
wlioss declaration it appeared, that. they 
had really ondeavoured to rob the house ; 
that. the water in the well was deeper than 
the height of a mau,.'and that one of the 
thieves by taking a firm hold of the project- 
ing.stones, and tho plaints growiug in’ the 
joints, had succeeded in raising himeelf out 
of the water, and had paeaed the night 
hanging by his hands, snd the feet, reating 
in sofne degree ou'a stone, while the. two 
others.did nef ‘succeed in getting higher 
than two feet above the botévin of the well, 
and they bad nforeover been obliged to re- 
main standing up to their necks in the“ wa- 
ter.
